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IN^ITRIXCTIONS  for  Ihe  guidance  of  the   Health 
,  Warden  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose  in  the 
~,       disin'fecting  of  Houses,  Vessels  and  Steam  Boats,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Jhe  rooms  (o  be  ^rell  ventilated  and  cleansed.  , 

X  bason  containing  cbloridd  of  lime  in  solution,  say  one  pound 
'and  a  quart  of  water,  wi'li  tbe  addition  of  two  ounces  of  sulphu- 
ric acid  (oil  of  vitriol  J*  to  remain  in'the  apartment,  occasionally 
atirring  the  mixture;  duritig  which  operation  the  windows  are  to 
be  closed.  Or,  under  similar  circumstances,  manganese,  one  part, 
common  salt,  four  parts,  mixed,  ^d  two  parts  of  water ;  (hen 
pour  on  it  onto  part  of  oit  of  vitriol,  with  (he  addition  of  heat  a 
greater  quantity  of  the  disinfecting  gas  will  be  evolved. 

The  bed  to  be  exposed  to  (he  open  air  for  at  least  seven  days. 

The  bed  clothes  to  be  immersed  in  a  strong  solution  of  soap  and 
water,  (soapsuds)  and' then  thoroughly  waslied  in.  the  same. 

The  floors  to  be  well  scrubbed  and  iprinklekt  with  a  solution  of 
chloride  of  lime. , 

The  walls,  partitions  and  ceiling,  if  painted,  to  be  well  washed ; 
if  otherwise,  white-'Washed  with  lime. 

The  addition  of  heat  at^a  high  temperature  may  further  the 
means  of  disinfrcting  hoii'ses  and  apartments. 

The  Health  Warden  specially  appointed,  or  on  his  default,  and 
'  when  specially  ordered  by  this  Board,  any  of  the  other  Health 
f^ardens,  shall  proceed  to  the  disinfecting  of  houses,  vessels  and 
ateam-  boats,  immediately  after  tbe  dead  bodies  shall  have  been 
renioyed  therefrom  for  interment,  which  removal  is  to  take  place 
within  six  hours  aft^r  the  death  of  (he  patient,  when  it  has  occur- 
red duripg  day  time,  and  within  ten  hours  if  during  the  night  ; 
taking  aft  due  precautions  iivthe  execution  of  this  duly  to  cause 
the  least  posi^ible  disturbance  to  tbe  families  afflicted,  or  other  oc- 
cupants  of  such  houses. 

The  expanses  attending  tbe  disinfetting  of  such  houses,  vessels 
and  st^m-ooats  shall  be  borne  by  the  occupants  of  houses,  and 
by  the  master  or  person  in  command  of  vessels  or  steam-boats 
wherein  persons  may  have  died  of  such  diseases,  except  in  well 
authenticated  cases  of  indigence,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  Health 
/l^arden  and  sanctioned  by  (his  Board,  when  such  expeiises^sball 
be  paid  out  of  the  funds  at  its  disposal. 

Houses  wherein  persons  may  fall  sick  of  such  diseases  and  re- 
cover, are  innmediately  after  recovery  to  be  similarly  disinfected, 
and  at  any  time  during  illness  if  considered,  necessary  by  either 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Health. 

With  the.  view  of  enabling  the  Health  JFnrden  so  specially  ap> 
pointed,  to  execute  his  duties  with  the  requisite  promptitude,  the 
ither  Health  V^ardens  shall,  as  soon  as  the  fact  comes  to  their 

owledge,  report  as  mentioned  below,  all  deaths  of  persons  in 

ir  respective  Ward  who  shall  have  died  of  such  diseases,  as'also 

well  authenticated  cases  of  similar  diseases  which  may  end  in 
th^  recovery  of  the  patients'— mentioning  the  names  and  places 
of  resitlencepf  such  persons.  ^ 

The  Health  Wardens  of  St.  Roch,  Dorchester  and  St.  Vallier 
Wards,  shall  send  their  above  mentioned  reports-a't  nhe  residence 
of  Mr.  Pierre  Voyer,  (he  present  Health  Wjirden  specially  ap. 
pointed.  No.  7Z,  St.  Joseph  street,  and  all  the.other  Health  l^ar- 
dens  shall  send  their  said  reports  at  the  Oflice  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

It  is  recommended  to  the  Wardens  to  see  (hat  the  same  case  be 
not  reported  simultane^jly  by  several  of  them  ;  and  so  to  regu- 
late  their  visits  of  houtifc  and  other  private  property  so  that  the 
same  place  be  not  unnpcessarily  visited  the  same  day  by  several  of 
them.  Houses,  ships 'and  steam-boats  wherein  the  disinfecting* 
process  shdll  have  be^  performed,  under  the  directions  of  any  of 
the  Medical  Practitio^en,  as  provided  by  the  Resolution  of  the 
Board  of  the.9th  June  1833,  shall  not  be  interfered  with  by  the 
said  Health  irarden,^'tbe  fact  shall  however  be  by  him  stated  in  his 
subsequent  report. 

Tbe  said  Health  fTarden  shall  report  to  this  Aoard  on  tbe  same 
days  and  at  the  sami6  hour  as  the  other  Health  ^Fardens.   *
